HE skirt of this pretty dress forms a straight, double gown, with tucked or knife plaited sides over a 
petticoat of grey, white, and black stripe, trimmed with narrow ruches in silk, of the three colors, 
pinked out.

grey silk, and halfa yardeach of grey, white, and black, for its trimmings. Six yards of wool, or cashmere 
will make the rest of the dress, and half a yard of mull, the vest. The ‘ 


‘party ’’ dress is a combination of 
the new shaded plaids or dotted stripes, with plain shaded silk, the model in shades of serpent green. The 
skirt is perfectly straight, and alternates these wide lines, the bodice is pointed, the stripes forming the 
draped front and back. The sleeves are of the plain silk.
